Wasuinaton, July 5.—It was developed 
in Pittsburg a day or so ago that Congress- 
man Berry, of California, was charged with 
being the father ofan unborn child whose 
mother was looking for its father. The 
woman in the case isa Mrs. Hughes, who 
resided here during the winter. Mr. Berry 
was apprised of her statements in regard to 
him just before he left Washington for his 
home in CaJifornia, and said that he did not

The first intimation that legal proceedings 
were contemplated was developed a month 
or twe ago, when a young married man ap- 
proached some of Mr. Berry’s friends and 
made inquiries as to approaching him on 
the subject of Mrs. Hughes’s pregnancy.

Will There Be a Conflict Over the 


Tenure of Offiee? 

We find the following in the Montgomery 
Advertiser: 

Before the adjournment of the recent session of 
the senate, the name of ex-Gov. Wm. H. Smith 
was sent into that body for the officeof U. 8, 
district attorney, for the Middle and northerhk 
districts of Alabama. The senate did pot reject 
the nomination, but adjourned without taking 
action on it either way. After adjourument, Mr. 
Hayes and his cabinet considered the question of 
the right of the president to appoint Goy. Smith 
direct. The eabieet held that he had the un- 
doubted mght to do go, as there had been no 
direct rejection by the senate. Gov. Smith was 
therefore appointed and his commision reach 
this city by due course of mail on Friday night. 
Yesterday morning he applied for possession of 
the office, papers, ete., with which demand Mr. 
Maver refased to comply, holding that the presi- 
dent had no right to appoint. The matter rests 
at this stage at present, but something will prob- 
ably be done to-morrow.
